Lees 
than six inluutcs afterwards she keeled to the 
Hide and capsized opposite Sixteenth street, 
she having floated that iar. Instantly about 
litteeh different lota steamed from this city 
ami llobokon to where the sunken vessel lay. 
There we.ru over one hundred passengers on 
bunrd the Itiverdslo when uliu lull the foot of 
llarrl;on street for llaverstraw. Some of 
these were hurled Into tha air and then fell 
' back liito tha water. Others were compelled 
to jump Into tberlver to escape ,tlie hissing, 
scalding steam that filled all parts of tho ves- 
sel or to avoid going down with her. 


The cause of the disaster was the explosion 


of the boiler, which was amldship. When 
the boiler burst, the air was filled with itylng 
debris and broken, woodwork, and tho pilot 
house snapped like .a plpestem and toppled 
into the water. About fifty people lost llieJr 
lives, some being blown Into eternity and. 
others met their deaths by being drawit dowu 
with tlio whirlpool caused by the sinking of 
of the vessel. Those wlio were floating or 
swimming about in llio river were picked up 
by tugs and row-boats, that camo to the rescue.

Fearing that the mineral discovered mlgh. on 
further development prove, Jo be only an In- 
slgulllcant streak, aud disappoint many who 
should hear ot It, Information regarding Its 
existence was kepi quiet, and nothing has so 
far been said about the new strike. We pr* 
sumoiveu now Supciiutendent UHttey" would 
prefer that nothing Is said about It until fur- 
ther exploration work has proved It to be of 
sufficient magnitude to wmi-nt any extended 
notice. The ground In which the ore body 
was found Is the Ueacherous Iron m«s« In the 
northern portion of the claim, where for 
months past Isolated pockets and bunches 
ot galena 
have been 
encountered, 
but 


so far no reliable extensive shoot had been 
met with 
Tho present ore irody when. Drst 


struck had a Ihickness of only I hand, but In 
following it some twelve feet it opened out 
to fi,-o f«)t In IhloknftM, and extending clear 
across the bre-Mt of the drift. For how much 
longer it will continue to open, and whit Its 
future probably will be, no one can foretell, 
A number of tons of tho ore have been shlp- 
ned to the smelters within the past day or 
two.and samples of the ore breast returns 150 
per ton on the Breccias* material, »nd $75 
per ton on second class. The mineral Is a ga- 
lena and sand carbonate, and shows clilmide 
of silver In appreciable quantity.
